— Mr. Stead, whose 
letters and editorial articles in the 
i'ajl Mall Oazettc for several years past 
have inudo him famous or infamous ac- 
cording to the public view taken of the 
subject which he has treated, ia now in 
Rome, whence he has begun the contri- 
bution to his paper of a series of letters 
entitled "The Pope and a Xew Era. " 
In the letters, the first one oi which 
was presented to its readers to-day, Mr. 
Stead proposes to carefully ami impar- 
tially weigh the Church in the balance 
of Liberalism with a view of uscertain- 
iiiif-'i.the uieaauie of its capability to 
cllect a solution of existing proldems, 
and the vigor and ]iersistence of his for- 
mer etl'orts promise an exhaustive re- 
search into the resources of the Vatican, 
which may be brought to boar upon 
matters in question. In tho course of 
his articles, Mr. .Stead iiilenils to re- 
view tho work of Cardinal .\laiiuiug in 
bringing about the peaceful settlenicnt 
of the recent atrike of dock laborers 
in I/)ndon coiitraatiug it sharply 
with the action of a portion of the Ca- 
tholic hierarchy with respect to the 
diiroronce between the Home Rule ele- 
ment of Ireland and the Tory Oovern- 
mgnt of Knglaud, whereby nobody but 
theniselvea has been beiielitted.

In Killburn to-day a woman made a 
deteriiiiued attempt to strangle to death 
her two daughters, and was only pre- 
vented from accomplishing licr purpose 
by the prompt intervention of her 
neighbors. The woman was taken in 
custody, and in explanation of her act 
said that she wanted to put her daugh- 
ters out of the way in order that they 
might escape becoming the victinia of 
" .Jack tho Kipper." It is said that the 
woman has become insane from reading 
and hroodinK oier the press accounts 
of the Whitochapol murders. 

The coal miners of Fifeshiro have 
made a demand upon their employers 
for an advance of fifteen per cent iu 
their wages, accompanied by a throat to 
organize a general strike if the demand 
is not complied with within a reason- 
able time. The dissatisfied ntimber many 
thousands, and the hardships of a pro- 
longed strike in that congested district 
would lie greater than have attended 
many labor movement in many years.

Those who had fondly anticipated 
that fair weather would greet the arri- 
val of the ( !overnor-( ieiieral in Victoria, 
were keenly disappoiuled as they looked 
from their windows early yesterday 
niorniiig to note that a thick blue fog 
enveloped the city and the sun refused 
to show his friendly face. As the morn- 
ilig advanced the weather became clear- 
er, and by noon the day had been a 
beautiful one. 

A telegram was receiveil from Van- 
couver early in the morning coutainiug 
tho inforniatiou that H.M..S. Champion, 
witli the N'ico liegal party ou board, 
had left Vancouver at U a.m., and oonan- 
(juently their .arrival avms looked for at 
abo^t 2 o'QlQiiki ■ 

TIIK DKCOHATIONS. 

Victoria's decorations in honor of the 
day were far below the grand display 
made in former years. iiowever, the 
city had in a measure put on hiu' lioli- 
(lay attire, and from every llagstatV 
lloalcd the Union .lack. The sbipjiiiig 
along the harbor front displayed all 
tbuir colors, and the streets selected as 
the line of; march were gaily jdeoorali'd 
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V'itli long garlands of green festooned 
from one tramway pole to anotlicr, a 
beautiful display of flags and Ininting 
adding to the etl'ect, and in a manner 
-softening the liideousiiess of the forest 
of unsightly poles. Uusiness men all 
along the lino had ilecorated their es- 
tablishments with both evergreens and 
tlags in profusion. 

At tho corner of Uovennnent and 
Yates streets, a light and airy arch ha^l 
l>een erected — or to speak more truth- 
fully only partially erected— 
covering the entire square formed 
liy the intersection of the streets. 
Over , the ' Struoturd 'the' ■ Union Jacks 
waved proudly, i while,, three mottoes 
adorned the monnmeut of native pino : 

"God bless our Wide Dominion," "138 
degress west and ^liH* io Britain," and 
"In the name of the Sovereign, Greet- 
ing-" 

At the upper side, Y atea street was 
entirely filled by a grand stand for the 
ladies, and which was crowded long 
before the distingnislied visitors were 
expected to reach the spot. Ou the 
opposite side of the street the school 
children nioiioixili/ed two long 
platforms, not the least interested of 
the spectators .gathered to wolcenie 
the • ' presence' of fr; Vice royalty. 

THE AURIVAI.. 

.Shortly before 2 o'clock the warship 
arrived at the outer wharf and cast 
anchor in the stieam, allowing thoDoin- 
iiiioii steamer Sir .lames Douglas to 
come alongside to receive the vice-regal 
party and convey them to the hmt'.v 
wharf. 

Karlier in the afternoon tlie picked 
company of KH) rank and lile of the H. 
C;. B. (1. A. who were to form the guard 
of honor were luarclioil froiu the drill 
shed to the landing, iu command of 
Capt. Smalliield, with Capts. Irving 
and Quiidan aa subordinates. 

At the wharf the men were drawn up 
in open order at the right hand side of 
the landiin;. 

The clock hud just struck 3 when the 
steamer bearing tho Uovernor tieneral 
and his party rounded the bend, and 
steamed quickly up the harbor with all 
colors gaily Hying. 

A few minutes more of expectuncy 
and the lines were made fast at the 
dock, and Mayor Grant stepped on 
board. 

He was introduced to Lord and Lady 
.Staidey by Lt.-Col. Prior, A. D. C.,and 
on His Kxccllency's landing he was in- 
troduced by His Worship to the mem- 
bers of tho City Council, the officers of 
the I)istrii;t Stall', of "C" Battery, and 
the li.

As His Kxeellency eiitereil hi> 
carriage the band of "C" battery struck 
up "God Savu the yueen," the gcnerai 
salute was given in admirable time and 
with machine-like pieciaioii by the inili- 
tvry, while the guns of "G" buttery, 
stationed in front of the Govenimenl 
buildings, boomed out a salute of nine 
teen guuH.

THE HOUSE OF STANLEY. 

Tliomoa Stanley, first Karl of Derby, 
Mas himself of a distinguialied and 
ancient lino. His successors for three 
^generations had held eminent oilicea in 
tfiG state and court under the three 
iiioiiarehs of the house of Laiic^aster, the 
laat of whom, Henry VI.. his father 
served as Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland 
and as Lord Chaaiberhiin of the Royal 
Household. The founder of the house 
of Derby was born May '24tli iu thelirat 
year of Edward IV., M81, and was, 
auniironed to parlimnont by the title of 
Baron Stanley. His marriage with « 
ilaughtev of Richard Nelvillo, Earl of 
Salisbury, whose brother, the celebrated 
Warwick, had placed Edward 

VI. on the throne, introduced 
him to the favor of that prince. 
Warwick afterward iuifxirtuiieit Lord 
.Stanley to join him in arms against 
Edward anrl received a linn denial. 
.Stanley was afterwards entrusted with 
the command of the right wing of the 
king's army on tho invasion of .Scotland 
by the Duke of Gloucester, where he 
carried Berwick by assault aud per- 
formed services that gave proof of 
military talents. Richard now became 
Protector, and Lord Stanley oontiuned 
to rise iu I'oyal favor. Hu was allowed ' 
Lo marry Margaret of Lancaster, mother 
of King Henry 'VTII., who had be- 
come for the second time a widow. Her 
tirst buaband was the Earl of Bichinond, -; 
the kiog's father. Her second was Sir ' 
Henry Statford, son of the great Duke 
of Buckingham. When .she married 
Lord Stanley, to prove that she only 
wanted a protector, she t-ook a 
vow of contineucy, administered 
by Bishop Fisher, which doou- 
nieiit is still extant in Cambridge. 
The splendor of beC rank and vast for- 
tune raised niany competitors for her 
liund. Ll the remarkable scene, which 
ended in the death of Lord Hastings, at 
the council tabic of the Tower, Stanley 
was wounded and arrested. ^Vhen 
Richard was placed ou the throne Stan- 
ley was raiiea to the exalted dignii^y of 
high constable of England. \\iien the- ' 
Duke of Bnckincham proposed the'jijap, 
which coit him bis head, of saluting the 
Earl of Richmond as king, RitJnard, 
compelled Lord Stanley to lock up the 
Countess Margaret and to deliver up 
Lord Strange, his sou, as hostage for 
hia father's fidelity. Loril Stanley se- 
cretly allied his forces witli Richmond's, 
but when tlie main armies advanced to- . 
getherbe held his forces aloof in dread- 
ful hesitation between his aircction for 
the life of his son und the regard to his 
honor pledged to Richmond. At that 
instant Richard scut this message to 
him: " That he had sworn by God's 
death to cut off Strange's head if .Stan- 
ley did not join hiui." The noble .Stan- 
ley, with Roman spirit, replied that "ho 
had more sons, and would not jironiise 
to come to him at that time," and then 
rusheil iuto the battle for Richmond. 
.Slrango was, however, not beheaded, 
but after the battle delivered to his 
father. Lord Stanley placed the crown 
on Richinond'a bend. This was Henry 

VII. , to whoso mother Stanley was iiinr- 
ricd. For his great services the king 
created Stanley Earl of Derby. 

CAN CHAM.ENOE HISTOHV. 

This same earldom of Derby has been 
transmitted through the Stanleys down 
in an uiicbequered course ami through a 
race of nobles of pio-einiiieiit celebrity 
over a space of fonr hundred years. A 
remarkable exception, says Ihirko in hia 
Vicissitudes of Great Families, to tho 
changeful career of other titles, of equal 
antiquity und eniiiienco. It will tlius 
bo seen that the Governor-General is of 
blini blood of the bluest.. The motto. 
Sans Changer— -without uhange— uaeil 
by the elder lino of tho noble nouse of 
.'itaiiley for so manv centuries, seems to 
hove been adopted m a prophetic spirit: 
"Invariably honorable, just, boiinteoua, 
hospitable, valiant and inagnifieent; 
iibovu all invariably loyal; that family 
inav perhaps safely challenge history 
uurl tradition to show one defective link 
in its long chain of suoccKsinn, to point 
tf) a aingle stain ou tho purity of its 
public conduct, or on its uniform exer- 
cise nf the mild and graceful duties of 
private life." 

THE Kni'EhT OF DtB.VTE. 

Tho fourteenth Earl of Derby, the 
Oovcroor-Gcnsrars father, was a briL 
Hunt representative of tho race and u 
powerful parliamentary orator. Ho 
entered parliament at the age of 21 and 
is said to have been "remsrfiable for the 
inanugunienl of his breath in lung und 
intricate sentences." In tho autumn of 
1824 Lord Stanley went on nn- extended 
tour through Canada aud the Uiiit«d 
.Statea, and returned to England to 
denounce "the stubborn spirit of Tory- 
ism," Hewaaooenf the most ardent 
supporters of tho reform bill in 18'2l. 
He was, however, defeated in Prusion 
by a radical ou his appointment ,i.s Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland under Lord it. y. 
He hold the oliice during the iiMat 
exciting period of Iriah nistory, dm. 
pl&viiig creat skill and courage. O'Con- 
nell dulmed blrn "Scorpion Stanley," 
and vehomeutly denounced a courolon 
bill which Stanley carried tlirough 
parliament. The personal encounters

The News-Advertiser in its Wednes- 
day's leader treats Viclorinns with 
studied I insult. ri JfcitW I, iWiintonly oll'en- 
sivo. The editor ' deliberately disre- 
gards both good inannera iind gdoil 
sense. He speaks of the " people of 
Victoria" being " peiniliiir '' in their 
ways, of desiring " to retain sole con- 
trol of everything on the I'acitic coast," 
of. being " simply unreosonuble," of be- 
ing "blinded by intense sclBaliness," of 
"foUowinga dog-in-tlio-iniuiger policy," 
and much else tliut is uuconipliiuentaiy 
and untrue. Our readers will, nc, 
doubt, wonder why it is that tlie editor 
of the News- Advertiser goes out of his 
way. to abuse and misrepresent the citi- 
Mna of Victoria. Whiit hove they done 
to deserve this violent attack ? The 
answer ia, Xotliiiig ! They have at- 
tended to their own business and looked 
after their own interests without iis 
much as giving u thought to Vancouver 
or its newspapers. Some of .them have 
httd the audacity to remonstrate with 
the Dominion (Joverninent for having 
issued an Order in Council which pre- 
vents Canadian goods carried in bmul 
over American railways being shipped 
to Canadian ports in American vessels. 
This was, it might be tliought, an utlair 
of their own with which the Vancouver 
News-Advertiser hud nothing whatever 
to do. Hut it seems that their action 
has given deep ofFenje to the editor and 
the inspirers of that journal, and tliej', 
inconsequence, scolded the remonstrants 
with vixenish virulence. 

The American steamers which uirry 
Canadians' goods and passengers that 
have been conveyed through Americivn 
territory over American railroads 
to Victoria, have been a very great con- 
venieuce to Victorians and liave con- 
tributed Tiot a little to their prosperity. 
Those steamers ar^. looked ' upon here 
in the light; ..of' ,;a, continuation so to 
speak, of the'Northern Pacific Itailway. 
No Victorian ever desired to place the 
least hindrance in the way of the 
business which those boats have been 
doing. They were not looked upon aa 
b^ihgengaged in . the coasting trade. 
They .toke freight tlial had been cirried 
by J the. Northern Pacific to Victoria and 
call: at no other port of lUiti.sh 
Columbia, and the}' clear at \'ictoria 
for an American port. No one here coiii- 
plaina of them..; On , the' 'contrary, as 
may be ■ seen in the account of the 
proceeding^ of the lost meeting of the 
British Columbia Board of Trade, any 
interference with the American line 
of Sound steaniera would bo regarded 
by its members as detrimental to the 
interest; not of Victoria alone, but of 
the whole province. The Board uaked 
frif u Wodificotibn' of the brder' so that 
the'I'lnterfererice' Ihey" deprecate shall 
not lake place. It will be seen from 
this that the Xews-.\(lverti.Scr is very 
greatly mistaken when it assumes that 
in this matter Victoria is a house 
divided against itself. 

Victoria and other British Columbia 
ship owners do not wish to iiiterfcre witli 
the regular trade between llritiah Col- 
umbia and the ports of the Dnited 
States. What they desire is the (m- 
forceiiient of the law resijeuting llie 
coasting trade. They want U> put a 
stop to the coasting trade hitherto done 
by American vesJels. .Some of these 
vessela have been in the habit of calling 
at dillerent Hritish Coluniliian ports in 
the Buniu voyage and taking in a ))arl of 
their cargo in each of them. This is 
contrary to law and is injurious to the 
inUrests of British Coluuibia ship own- 
ers. It is just 08 much in tlie iiitureHi 
of Vancouver and New Wcstnunater to 
put an end to this coasting trade by 
Amoricjins as it is iji tliat of Victoria. 
In remonstrating against intcrfejeuce 
with the business of the regular Ameri- 
can Ij^'esi the Victorians did as much t« 
further the interests of their neighbors 
as they did to jn-omoto their own. 
When the whole malter is fully imder- 
stood the utter aenaelesHneas of the 
News-Ailvertiser's diatribe will aj)peai- 
in a very strong light. Nothing can ex- 
cuse (he incivility of our contemporary, 
and its ignorance iind its unreasonable- 
ne|B are altogether nii|iardonable.

Prompt at eight o'clock, the guests 
to the number of about 200, took the 
places assigned to them, and proceeded 
to discuss the serious huBiness of the 
evening. 

In the chair waa Hia Worahip Mayor 
Grant, having on his right the guest of 
the evening. His ICxeelleiiey the (ojver- 
iiiir-Geiieral, and Sciialor .Macdonald; 
and on his left, Hi.-i Honor the Lieii- 
teiiaiit-Governor, and Sir .M. li. Begbie, 
C, .1. 

The vice chairs were lilled by Ahl. 
Harris, MoKillivan and Ooodnere. The 
cream of provincivl society — as repre- 
sented in the Army and Navy, 
Dominion and Provinioal Parliameiila, 
mayors of the various cities of British 
Columbia, the clergy, the learned pro- 
fessionSi^resident consuls and commer- 
cial interests— was to be found in the 
large and fashionable gathering. 

It was 10:30 o'clock before ^le chair 
man rose and called for the hrst toast 
on the list, "The (^ueeii." It and the 
one hdlowing, "The Prince of Wales 
ami Royal Family," proiiosed by Ahl. 
Harris, were right loyally honored in 
the usual manner. 

.Mr. R. P. Ritliet, on rising to pro- 
jiose the toast of "The I'lesiilent of the 
United States," was gneled with pro- 
longed applause. He referred to the 
pleasant commercial and social relations 
lietweeii the two great nation^, wMbh 
can never be severeil. 

The toast w-as acknowledged in a 
fitting manner by Col. R. .1. Stevens, U. 
,S. consul, whose remarks wiue received 
with long-coiitiniieil cheers. 

Senator .M aciloiiald, prefacing his re- 
marks with a brief outline of His h'.x- 
celleiicy's transcoiitiiiental trip, pro- 
posed in an eloipieiU little speech, "The 
.\rniy. Navy and Volunteers. " 

The toast was appropriately acknowl- 
edged hy Cupt. Sinclair, R. X.; Capt. 
Uullun, R. N.; Col. Holmes, R. C. A.; 
Maj. I'eters, R. C, A., and Lt.-Col. 
Prior, B. C, 15. G. A. 

The health of "His Honor the Lien 
teiiant-GoveriKir" was called for by Sir 
.M. li. Begbie, C. .1,, who ill his brief 
address r<i-alled many entertainiiii 
reiniiiisceme-, of the early days in re 
viewing his aei|iiaiiilaiico with the lib 
and rise of Hugh Nelson. 

With a double tlirce-tiiiies-tliree and 
a tiger the tousl waa drunk und was 
feelingly reapondcd to by Ilia Honor, 
He and .Mrs. Nelson were, he said, par- 
ticul irly honored in having His Excel 
lency and Lady .Stanley as their guests 
at Governiiiont House. In all the Do 
minion, in every part of the British 
Empire, in the Hritish Isles themselves, 
he was sure no more loyal subjects of 
Her Majesty were to be found than in 
the Province of Hritish Columbia 

Mayortirani rose to propose the toast 
of the evening. His Excellency the 
Governor-General. It was not often 
that occasion wius pieseuted of honoring 
so illustrious a geiiileiiian OS the city'i 
distinguished guest. He had had 
brilliant career, and had been entrusted 
with many most important missions 
which he had conducted with high 
honor to liimsolf and satiafaction to his 
sovertdgn. He had lilled the important 
liositioii of Loi il of the .Ailmirally, Secre- 
tary of .State h>r SVar, Secretary of .Stale 
for the Colonics, and now as Governor 
General of Canaila he was here to-night, 
to enjoy- ami brighten with his genial 
presence the jiresent orcasion. .-Vftei 
referring to the illustrious descent of tlu 
vice-regal visitor. His Worship referred 
to tlie (lilliculties of liaiiscontinental 
travel prior to the eonstruction 
of the iron bands which now 
span it and which had enabled 
His Excellency and Lady Stanley to 
traverse the Dominion ipiiekly, enjoy- 
ably and with comfort and pleasure. 
He was sure that after what he had 
seen in this |u'ovinei!, Hia Excellency 
would be able to l any back with him a 
thorough kniiM li-ilgi- of the latent re- 
souree.- of Hritish Coluiilbia, which 
would enable him in his high posi- 
tion to assist by his advice his Govern- 
ment ill etlecting many measures for tlio 
de.\eloi)ineiit of the most western pro- 
vince in the Canadian confederation, 
which wouhl place it in its proper posi- 
I ion of seciinii to none. 

His I'Ai-elleiiey, after the cheers with 
which t he toast was drunk had in a 
measure subsideil, rose to res))oiiil. He 
said that he found itdillieult, if not im- 
possible, to pill into words the deep 
sense of gnitiliule which he fell at the 
conlial manner in which his health had 
been drunk, as the representative of 
Her .Majesty, lie fully appreciated the 
enthusiasm of the reception that he hail 
been aecorili'd, and be would in one way 
have been well satislied to enjoy the 
conviviality of the evening without bur- 
dening a speech upon lliiise iireseiit. He 
might coincide with the expressions of 
the consul of the Uniteil Sliilea in the 
desire to see the two great iialioiis grow 
up aide by side even closer together; he 
might re eulio the wish so Itindly ex- 
pressed, that his stay might be loiiger 
among the.^hospitlMlle British Coluni- 
biaiis, BO that h'o coilld aeijiminl himself 
with all the resources and eupiibilities of 
this glorious province; he might, al- 
thoiiuli a married man, wlio.se silver 
wedding had already passed, exiiei ience 
some of those tender pangs on leaving 
thitt had been bo touchiiigly iilluded to 
by a previous speaker; he might 
support the nooosaity of the army re- 
forms so amusingly referred to by an- 
other army ollicor ; ho might have 
passed on io re-echo much of what had 
been so ably spoken of the early days 
by the Chief Juatico whoso energy, up- 
rightnesa and ability had done much to 
make the province what it now ia, in 
the days when some eoitriige was re- 
ijiiired III clear thi! path ; he might have 
concurred i.i all the praises of the 
Lieiit<!iiaiil-(h)veriior wlio in another 
line of line had so amply done justice Lo 
the iiiiiiiorlal name lie bore ; but he 
would have to govern hiniBelf hy the 
circumstnncea of the occasion. thi his 
journey of over II.OOO iiiilcH he hud 
found no place, great or small, In which 
the honorod und revered name of the 



Qiieen waa not roceivcd with u loyalty 
equal to the Viotoriana. In the popu- 
lous cities or in the desert places, the 
expression was the same, that though 
the distance might be great, loy- 
alty to their Sovereign waa a tie 
that survived all distances. Everywhere 
Her'Majesty'a nnnio had been received 
with acclamation, and in the eomniuni- 
cationa which he shobld have to lay be- 
fore Her Majesty that loyalty would be 
fully set forth. (Cheers.) Although 
he had just made the tour across the 
continent, he was not going to general- 
ize from the meagre facta which ho had 
thereby been able to gather. Ho was 
forced to pronounce the C. P. R. unriv- 
aled in the world as a marvel of en- 
gineering triumph, but he was not go- 
ing to suppose that he could become ac- 
quainted with one-half or one-quarter of 
this vast Dominion from the trip that 
he had juat taken over this great line. 
Vast was properly the word in speuking 
of the groat Dominion. . Nothing atrucic 
one coming fronithe old country to this, 
more than the vaatness of the land he 
had entered. It might be that its vast- 
ness was only equalled by the enlarged 
ideas of those who had come 
make the land what it ia. 
There were a few simple facts that he 
wished he put forward to show the con- 
dition in wuich the'Dominion of Canada 
stands to>day,'toprByeiit over-exultation 
ou the one hand, or on the ot her, dea 
pondeuoy, that we.hotl fsUen short o 
our duties since the confederal inn of 
the provinces. In the first place there 
was no unity of action before confedera- 
tion; while communication was difficult 
— ill fact, up lo the time of the con- 
struction of tlie C. P. R. there waa 
prajtically no communication between 
the east and the weal. There was ex 
isLing between the eaatern and western 
provinces ii larger tract of territory in 
which it was not known that any white 
man had ever wintered. Now uninter- 
rupted eoininunication from ocean to 
ocean was enjoyed at all seasons of the 
year, and this vast territory referriMl to 
waa gradually, hut surely, liUiiig with 
]>eopIe. As .'Xrcllbiabop Tascliereail 
liad said, the same distance that ind 
many years ago it took o'J days to 
traver.se could now he traversed in as 
many hours. All this had been 
done at a great outlay — a lav- 
ish expenditure of public money. 
It had, however, been an expenditure 
productive of great reaulls. .-Vs the 
civic address preseiited[diiriiig the after- 
noon .said, through Caiiailiaii energy, 

with bands of steel peaceful bainls 

the provinces have been linked to- 
gether ill imlisaoluhle union, ever to 
grow in unity of interests, in unity of 
sentiment, and to see the United Do- 
minion advance. (Cheers.) Groat re- 
aulta had already been attained since 
confederation. He would give an 
illustration which would he readily 
appreciated hy business men: In the 
money market there was no aentiiiient, 
and the facts ho was about lo refer to 
would speak all the more plainly for 
theiiiBelvea. As finance minister aome 
twelve years ago he had had the oppor- 
tunity of comparing the relative value 
of the subsidy oll'ereil by 
the Dominion. goveinment and 
the subsidy of the Dominiim 
govomineut guaranteed by the Imperial; 
The difierence in the value. of the credit 
between the subsidy' of the Dominion 
government and the same gaaruiiteed 
hy the Imperial govermqent. was \\ or 
1^. Last year the Dominion floated 
a loan on the market at the.- same rate 
0,8 tlie'seoui-ities of the Imperial Govern- 
ment. Many of the cities of Canada 
to-day could go into the money market, 
where no sentiment exista and lloat 
their loans on equally favorable terms 
with many of the old world cities of far 
greater age und size. This would show 
that the progress of the Dominion was 
the result of solid growth, of which 
Canadians should properly feel proud. 
{.■Vpplausu. ) Five-iind-tweiity years ago 
who could have imagined that in this 
place a gathering such as the iiresent 
would be asaembled. Ilia Kxeelleney 
advi.sed no one to listen to those who 
deny the progress und advunee of the 
Doniiiiion. As Lord DuU'erin had .said 
all that was ni.'eiled was raw hands to 
develop it. If the nursery thriuigli 
which he passed dining the aflernoon 
was any guide ihe raw hands wouhl be 
hirtbeimiiui.;. (Clieeis.) I lis I loiior t he 
Lieut. .(iovernor had thrown <uit the 
siiggeatioii that the Governor-CJenerars 
place of residence he not a hxtiire and 
that he come to reside during a 
portion of his time in this city.

He- 
sides all classes of colored and woolen 
shirts, iiiidcrclotliing, etc., all kinds of 
overalls, blimscB mid junipera, cottoii- 
ade and tweed paiitB were also iiiuiiu- 
lactiii eil, and for all these clasaeK of 
gooda there has been a oonalantly in- 
creusiiig demand, which I'earaon & Co. 
have up to the iireseiit found it diflicull 
to meet, though working long hours and 
employing a large staff of workmen.
